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Lawyer says 
dog abuse 
an accident

The “whole story” of how a 
Didsbury dog ended up dead 
is about to conte out, and the 
public may be surprised, 
according to a lawyer for one 
of the accused. 

Defence counsel Mark 
Takada said the incident that 
led to Daisy Duke, a lab-collie 
cross, being euthanized last 
month was an accident - or at 
least it started out that way. 

“As I understand, the start 
of the case was an accident,” 
Takada, who represents 19- 
year-old Daniel Charles 
Haskett said outside court 
last week. 

“You’ve got to 
consider that two 
people being 
charged doesn’t 
mean that they all 
did everything that 
happened to the 
animal in the 
case.”

He claims one of the 
accused hit the animal with a 
car, and they panicked. 

Takada said what followed 
- including the reason why 
the young men opted not to 
call a veterinarian - will 
evolve in the courtroom, but 
said his client is not the evil 
person he’s been portrayed 
as. 

“A lot of people just thought 
these are sadistic brutes and 
they found a dog and decided 
to do all these things to it and 
that’s not what happened at 
all," he said. 

While Haskett was expect¬ 
ed to enter a plea last 
Wednesday, Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Gordon Haight requested 
an adjournment to further 
consult with the lead investi¬ 
gator. 

Takada said the postpone¬ 
ment speaks volumes about 
how complicated the case is. 

“If it was clear-cut, I think 
we would have set a date here 
today for either a trial or for a 


guilty plea," he said. 

“It’s not as simple as a lot of 
people might make this out to 
be and when all the facts are 
known, it may be apparent 
why we haven’t proceeded to 
enter a plea.” 

The fact that two individu¬ 
als were involved adds to the 
complication, according to 
Takada, who said investiga¬ 
tors will need to be clear on 
what parts of the case each of 
the accused was involved in. 

“You’ve got to consider that 
two people being charged 
doesn’t mean that they all did 
everything that happened to 
the animal in the cast',” he 
said. 

As Takada understands the 
evidence, his client was not 
involved in dragging the dog. 

Askt'd if there is a chance a 
plea deal will be made in the 
case, Takada said he doesn't 
yet know. 

“There’s going to be some 
discussions between the 
prosecutor and myself about 
how the matter is going to go 
ahead - if it goes ahead," he 
said. 

Takada said his client does 
feel remorse for what he did. 

“Life has been very difficult 
for him because of what hap¬ 
pened and he's got a lot of 
regret about what happened,” 
he said. 

“It was a very sad situation 
and he feels very badly about 
that.” 

Takada urged Haskett to 
stay away from the court¬ 
house Nov. 22 in the wake of 
protestor action at his first 
appearance Nov. 6. 

“Quite frankly I was con¬ 
cerned about the security 
here the last day,” he said. 

Takada said he has no prob¬ 
lem with peaceful protesting, 
but he believes, in this case, 
protestors went too far. 

“You cross the line when 
you try and intimidate a per¬ 
son and try to impede their 
right to come and go freely,” 
he said. 

“It’s not right.” 

Haskett is scheduled to 
enter a plea in the case Dec. 
11 in Didsbury Provincial 
Court. 

The second accused, who 
can’t be named under the 
Youth Justice Act, is due back 
in court Dec. 7.

“The opportunities were 
there, the people came," 
he said. “From an eco¬ 
nomic perspective, three 
or four million dollars of 
tax revenue were generat¬ 
ed from that.” 

Megson focused on this 
potential benefit to the 
community to ease any 
fears local business own¬ 
ers might have. He said a 
store like Wal-Mart will 
keep people in Olds and 
they’ll spend more time 
shopping at other stores 
in town. 

“Our experience is that 
it adds more than it takes 
away,” he said, noting that 
in other towns like 
Camrose, the downtown 
core saw increased sales. 

Megson said businesses 
in Olds have to take 
advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity for growth and 
focus on customer serv¬ 
ice, something big-box 
retailers can’t provide. 

“You should reconnect 
with your customers, you 
should increase your pro¬ 
file, you should ensure 
that your level of service 
is such that people want 
to come in and enjoy what 
you’re selling,” he said. 
“And if you do that you 
will take the market share 
that you should have." 

Councillor Warren 
Smith said he agrees the 
new shopping centre will 
open doors for other busi¬ 
nesses in Olds. 

“We’re going to capital¬ 
ize on the traffic,” he said. 

“That’s the essence of 
the modern commercial 
world, to identify and 
plan and move forward.” 

Megson said the shop¬ 
ping centre will develop 
fully over the next three 
to five years, with room 
for about 20 more busi¬ 
nesses to lease space 
from Springwood, the 
landowner. 

The Olds Institute’s 
lifestyles committee 
played a key role in bring¬ 
ing Megson to Olds to 
address the concerns of 
local businesses.

Rates should match services, they say

Some Didsbury residents feel they’re 
paying too much for too little and they’re 
fed up. 

Jim Tainsh, who has lived along Hwy. 
582 for 12 years, said he’s tired of paying 
more taxes than in-town residents who 
are provided more services for their dollar 
and he’d like to see a break on his tax bill. 

“Where others receive Town water, we 
have our own wells we have to drill, estab¬ 
lish and maintain; where other town resi¬ 
dents receive sewer service, we have sep¬ 
tic fields to maintain each year,” he said. 

“We have no cable TV, no high-speed 

internet, and no fire hydrants, which 
means we pay higher insurance; our 


streets have no lights, we have no side¬ 
walks, and the Town does nothing to 
maintain any of it.” 

His neighbour, Bev Wilson, agreed. 

She said in 82 years, she and her hus¬ 
band have seen their taxes increase by 
$2,(500 and, in that time, they’ve received 
little from the Town other than the privi¬ 
lege of living in Didsbury. 

“Yes we’ve had some services, like the 
pool and the curling rink, but 1 feel after 
all these years, we do deserve something 
from the Town,” said Wilson. 


Tainsh said the residents of Hwy. 582 
are happy to pay for the services they do 
use. 

“We do appreciate being residents of 
the town of Didsbury, and happily con¬ 
tribute our time, and tax share, in support 
of the social services the town provides," 
he said. 

“1 don’t mind paying for education or 
hospitals, or any of that, that’s a part of 
life, but for 10-12 years we’ve been paying 
for a whole bunch of services on our tax 
bills that we don’t have.”

Tainsh has requested that council pro¬ 
vide him with a list of mill rates, so he can 
see exactly what he’s paying for. 

Council has agreed to that, once the mill 
rates are caluculated, but C'A() Roy Brown 
said that won’t likely be until March. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said council will 
be discussing this issue as it continues its 
strategic planning. 

“Council has always had this as a ques¬ 
tion in their strategic thinking for the 
future and also for the possibility of 
including other country residential prop¬ 
erties within the town in the future,” she 
said. 

Moore said other municipalities face 
this same issue and in Didsbury there is 
more than one neighbourhood that could 
be affected if a c hange is made. 

Under the municipal government act,, 
it is possible to create classes of tax- 4u. 
payers, and that is what council ijc 
will deckle during its budget 
fanning.

because people cram 
them with unwanted 
furniture. Nobody 
wants used furniture, 
and no one repairs 
anything. It’s easier 
and often cheaper to 
just buy new. 

We are an affluent, 
throw-away society 
whose “stuff” just 
keeps on accumulating 
and yet within a 
stone’s throw of the 
household that needs 
and wants nothing, 
people are sleeping on 
the street, lining up at 
the Mustard Seed for 
soup or patronising the 
Food Bank. 

There has got to be a 
better way. 

In one year in the 
British Isles, the US 
and Canada, enough 
money is spent on dog 
and cat food to feed 
and immunize every 
child in Africa. 

The price of one 
woman’s spa day, 
including massage, hot 
oil, wax, facial, etc. 
would stock eight 
medical clinics in 


Ghana. A wash, cut 
and set at an upscale 
Calgary hair salon 
could educate four 
Chinese girls for a 
year. 

One designer purse 
and matching shoes 
could build a two room 
home for 10 AIDS 
orphans in Africa. 

For the price of a 
really good snowboard 
you could supply eight 
African classrooms 
with textbooks, pen¬ 
cils, paper, notebooks 
and rulers, and for the 
price of dinner and 
drinks for six in a real¬ 
ly nice restaurant, you 
could buy backpacks 
and school supplies for 
20 poverty level 
Canadian kids.
